2 stories, 3 bays X 1 facing west with a wing running east
from the center of the house. One story porches on the front and side. Chimney in
center of main house rises from fireplace, flues now for room heaters. Basement
stone masonry, lighted. Windows 2 over 2. Milled woodwork cornice, porch decor,"

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STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE

The tract where this house is built upon consists of parts of wthe Land of Promise and
Eightrapp. Both of these parcéks were owned by the Giles family at one time before
they were sold to the Govers during the last quarter of the Eighteenth Century. The
house itself dates from the middle of the last century, and was most likely built by
Major William B. Stephenson (He appears as the resident on the 1878 Martenet map), as
he was the first landowner that possessed a decent portion of the present tract.

VERBAL BOUNDARY DESCRIPTION

The property is located on the west side of the Quaker Bottom Road, north of the
intersection of this road with the Webster-Lapidum Road. The north and eastern
boundaries are the road itself, where it curves sharply. The tract is bounded on
the west by the Todd property and to the south by the Rogers place.
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In 1933, Alice W. Smith sold to Hannah S. Parker, Maude S. Parker
and Jeanette C. Parker part of a tract called Lyons Tents or Lyons
Addition.

This deed mentions that Otho Smith had received 82 acres and had
then willed it to Alice Smith in 1904 (Will JA 15 35L).

In 1902, Augustus Smith sold Otho Smith his 82-acre share of Lyon's
Tents or Lyon's Addition that Augustus had inherited from his
father, Thomas Smith.

In 1903, Thomas Ogden Smith sold Otho Smith his portion of Lyon's
Tents and Lyon's Addition that Augustus had inherited from his
father. Thomas Smith had apparently divided the tract equally
between his sons.

Nathaniel Smith sold, in 1838, 160 acres of Lyon's Addition to his
son, Thomas Smith.

In 1813, John Stump sold Nathaniel Smith 152 acres of the tract
called Lines Tents and Lines Addation.

In 1783, John Stump purchased two huge tracts from Thomas Harrison,
Lines Tents and Lines Addition. They were patented for a total of
1600 acres.
